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> Bradford has 

been experienc¬ 
ing strong resi¬ 
dential growth - which 
is being recognized 
by the provincial Min¬ 
istry of Education. 


Although building permits 
slowed in 2012, the pace 
of new construction still 
outstripped most of the Town’s 
neighbouring municipalities - 
and many of the new residents 
moving to Town are young 
couples, with young families. 

In recognition of the growth, 
Bradford will be getting not 
one, but two new elementary 
schools - one being built by the 
Simcoe County District School 
Board, with a target opening 
date of 2014, and the other by 
the Simcoe Muskoka Catholic 
District School Board, to open 
in 2015. Both will be built in 
the southwest quadrant of 


The Ministry of Education has 
confirmed the funding for the 
new schools, which will relieve 
over-crowding and reliance on 
portables. 

SCDSB Chair Rob North was 
delighted with news of the 
funding. “Our Board has made 
great efforts to make capital 
requests that are financially 
sound and, more importantly, 
based on the long-term needs 
of both our current and future 
students,” North said. "Our 
team is very pleased that the 
Capital Programs Branch of 
the Ministry has made this 
important investment in the 
future of these communities.” 

The school, which was

Debate over Long Term Debt 


A report on Long Term Debt 
payments led to a heated 
exchange in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Council on 
January 15. 

Councillor Gary Lamb 
thanked Director of Finance 
Ian Goodfellow for the report, 
which outlines $4 million 
in debenture and debt 
repayments annually - but 
issued a warning. Although 
the bulk of the payments 
currently comes from 
Development Charges paid by 
developers, Lamb warned that 
if home construction "doesn’t 
continue to happen at that 
pace, a lot of that is going to be 
borrowing from the taxpayer.” 

He suggested that the Town 
should pull back, comparing 
the borrowing to using a 
credit card, and spending to 
the limit. “We who remember 
interest rates not always being 
4 - 5%" know that a crash is 
possible, Lamb said. 

Mayor Doug White took 
exception to the comments, 
pointing out that the Town's 
borrowing is not akin to 
using a credit card. "It's like 
a mortgage,” he said, noting 
that no-one waits until they 


have every penny in the bank 
before buying a house. 

“You borrow money for a 
library, you borrow money for 
a leisure centre, you borrow 
for a Treatment Plant. Does 
anybody really expect that 
you don’t?” White demanded. 
“A debenture is a mortgage. 
You pay for an asset over the 
lifespan of the asset.” 

He described the 
Town’s approach as “very 
responsible... To suggest that 
we’re setting up “danger” is 
wrong.... Most people don’t 
pay cash for a car, don’t pay 
cash for a house. Most people 
wisely borrow, wisely pay it 
off.” 

White also took exception to 
the suggestion that Bradford’s 
housing market is facing a 
collapse. “The last place (a 
collapse) will touch is us, 
because of our location.” 

Councillor Ron Simpson 
agreed with the mortgage 
analogy, “but I think we 
should have that 20% 
downpayment ourselves, 
before we go out and borrow” 
- something that the Town has 
done in the past, by setting 
aside monies in Reserve for 


future projects. 

Lamb defended his 
comments, and denied 
accusing the Town of 
irresponsible spending. “We 
need to be cognizant of what 
could happen,” he said. “Just 
so you know we’re already 
up to $4 million in interest... 
I’m not criticizing anybody 
(but) interest rates can go up. 
Things can happen.” 

Permits down 
in 2012 

Building activity in Bradford 
declined in 2012, as compared 
to 2011. 

By the end of the 3rd Quarter 
of 2012, the Town had issued 
326 residential Building 
Permits - compared to 415 
during the same period in 
2011, a 21.4% drop. 

Total Building Permits 
(including institutional, 
industrial and commercial 
as well as Residential - also 
declined, from 760 in 2011 
to 534 in 2012, at the end of 
September - a drop of nearly 
30 percent.

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Pleading for a 
change in access 

Landowner Stanley Rak was in 
Council on January 15, addressing 
Councillors in Open Forum to ask 
for a change in the access to Morris 
Road. 

Currently, the narrow, pot-holed 
road is open at the north end, where 
it crosses Centre St. An access to the 
south, at Walker Avenue, is blocked 
by boulders and landscaping. 

Rak asked Council to consider 
switching - blocking the street at the 
north end, but opening the Walker 
Ave. access. 

The current access forces residents 
to take a long, winding drive along 
a poorly maintained road, bordered 
by a canal on the west side - and 
restricts farm equipment. “With the 
farm, I can do nothing - nobody 
wants to rent," Rak said. 

The Walker Avenue access not 
only shortens the drive, the road is 
in much better shape at that point, 
noted fellow Morris Rd. resident, 
Stella Wadsworth. “It feels to us that 
the road and the canal there have 
been forgotten,” she said, noting 
there have been no repairs for years.

Nothing is simple, in the Holland Marsh 
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South Simcoe Police Report 



L & D Ferragina Inc. has applied for a rezoning of its 
Holland Marsh property at 1601 Canal Rd., to permit a 
single trailer that would house seasonal farm workers. 

Although the Marsh Agriculture Zone does permit 
the accommodation of seasonal farm workers, the 
greenhouse operation is being forced to apply for an 
“Exception” to the Zoning By-law, because of restrictions 
written into the regulations. 

The Zoning By-law requires the accommodation to be 
located in a rear yard, at least 6 metres from any lot line, 
and no more than 50 metres from the main residential 
dwelling. However, the 4.04 hectare property in question 
has no residential dwelling on site - only sheds and 
greenhouses. The proposed location is in the front 
yard, and close to a lot line, to allow it to be screened by 
existing buildings and located close to the septic bed. 

A new, updated septic bed is also being proposed - but 
might have to be moved, due to County regulations that 
require a 15 metre setback from Canal Rd. said Director 
of Planning Geoff McKnight. 

A written comment was received from a neighbour,

New public schools are also slated for Orillia, and South 

The Ministry also approved a new Catholic elementary 
school, budgeted at $9,373 million. The Board anticipates 
that the school, designed to accommodate 470 students, 
will open in September of 2015. 

“This is a high growth area and we have been 
experiencing a shortage of space in our Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Schools,” said Brian Beal, Director of 
Education. “We are very pleased that the Ministry of 
Education recognized die need for this new Catholic 
school - the students, staff and families in this 
community will benefit gready from a new facility in 
which to pursue exceptional faith-filled learning.” 

Both school are slated to be constructed adjacent 
to Kuzmich Memorial Park, in the Grand Central 
Subdivision south of Holland St. West, and may share 
some outdoor facilities.

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Tentative “Clawback" Settlement 


Ottawa - Veterans who have been 
battling the decades-long practice of 
clawing back military pensions have 
been offered a tentative setdement by 
the federal government, thanks to a 
class-action lawsuit launched by Dennis 
Manuge. The deal reportedly includes 
$424.3 million in retroactive payments 
to veterans, dating back to 1976 - plus 
$82.6 million in interest payments. 

Disabled veterans were having then 
military pensions reduced by the 
amount paid through the Pension 


Act disability pension - resulting in 
hardship, especially for the severely 
disabled. 

The Royal Canadian Legion has 
expressed its support for the settlement, 
calling the announcement “phenomenal 
news for our military veterans who have 
been unfairly subjected to this regime 
of clawbacks," but warning that there 
is still an “ongoing lack of fairness and 
equality” for disabled veterans of the 
RCMP, who were not included in the 
settlement.

Be sure your 
insurance coverage keeps pace. 

7. Make ‘tax-efficient’ investment decisions. Certain 
investments are more tax-efficient than others. For example, 
interest income is taxed significantly higher than dividends 
and capital gains - so it’s often better to hold investments that 
earn dividends and capital gains outside your RRSP eligible 
investments and interest-earning investments inside it. 

Take advantage of the Tax-Free Savings Plan (TFSA) eligible 
investments, which allows investment income to grow and be 
eventually received on a tax-free basis. 

8. Develop a financial plan and stick to it. A consolidated 
financial plan - and the common sense and discipline to stick 
to it - plus the help of a professional advisor will keep you on 
track to achieving your dreams.

Focus on community 


Breakfast program at St. Jean de 
Brebeuf needs Community support 



This is the second year for the Breakfast Program at 
St. Jean de Brebeuf School, and once again community 
partnerships are crucial for its ongoing success. 

Baseline funding is provided by Breakfast for Learning 
Ontario - but that funding couldn’t supply the kitchen 
appliances needed to support the program, donated last 
year by Home Depot in Bradford, or meet the cost of 
providing breakfast for all of the students for a full school 

Organizer Benedita Wilkerson requested a grant of 
$3,800 for 2012-2013 - but received $1500. The difference 
has been made up by popcorn fundraisers at the school, 
and donations from community partners. 

Partners include Eek Farms in the Holland Marsh, which 
donates fresh carrots; Carron Farms, which provides 
fresh produce at a discount, and this year, Walmart 
Supercentre, donating bags of goodies and gift cards, and 
Scotiabank. 

The local Scotiabank branch raises money each year 
through the sale of Christmas ornaments, and this year 
decided to give the $250 raised to the St. Jean de Brebeuf 
Breakfast program. 

“It takes a village to raise a child, and this is very much 
the case,” says Wilkerson. “The kids that come here really 
appreciate it.” 


She and a group of parent volunteers transform the 
gifts of cash and produce into a healthy breakfast that is 
available for all students - starting shortly after 8 a.m., 
for kids enrolled in the before-school program, and 
continuing as kids are dropped off by the school buses 
and parents. 

There are carrot muffins - with 2 cups of freshly-grated 
carrots incorporated into each batch; Double Chocolate 
muffins that contain a remarkable 2 cups of cooked, 
shredded beets; banana muffins made with real bananas; 
and apple cinnamon muffins made with whole apples, 
“skin and all.” 

“The kids just like the taste - but there’s goodness in 
them that they don't know they’re getting,” Wilkerson 
says. It’s one way of ensuring that kids get all of the 
servings of fruits and vegetables that they need. 

The Breakfast Program also offers multigrain bagels, 
pumpkin preserves and apple butter, whole-grain cereal, 
fresh fruit, juice and yoghurt, and even provides an 
educational component; posters on the walls describe 
what fruits and vegetables can do to help build a healthy 
body. 

And there’s an educational benefit: kids who are well- 
nourished in the morning are better able to concentrate 
on their classes. “It’s fresh, it’s local, it’s all the good 
things kids should have, to focus to learn,” Wilkerson 
says. “No one can learn on an empty stomach - I’ve tried.” 

“It’s great to see the partnerships,” Principal James 
Murphy told the donors. “It’s awesome... We’re thankful 
to you for helping.”
